Dominion  Bureau  of  Statistics  reports  a  total  population  of  1,331,944 
last  year  for  Alberta  as  compared  to  939, 501  in  1951  and  1,123,116 
in  1956.  British  Columbia  with  an  increase  of  39.8  per  cent  was  a 
close  second  to  reach  1,629,082.

MUNICIPAL  ASSISTANCE  PASSES  BILLION  MARK 

SEVENTH  FOR  HINMAN 

Sums  to  the  total  of  $354,920,430  may  now  be  spent  by  the 
Alberta  Government  during  the  next  twelve  months.  Authority  for  the 
expenditures  is  contained  in  The  Appropriations  Act,  1962,  which 
was  given  formal  assent  on  behalf  of  Her  Majesty  by  Lieutenant 
Governor  J.  Percy  Page  on  March  30.  Approval  of  the  detailed 
"estimates"  and  the  passing  of  the  Act  "Granting  to  Her  Majesty 
Certain  Sums  of  Money  for  The  Public  Service"  completedone  of  the 
major  responsibilities  of  the  Legislature. 

Hon.  E.W.  Hinman,  Provincial  Treasurer,  delivered  the  Budget 
Speech,  his  seventh,  on  March  2  and  closed  debate  on  the  motion 
March  16. 

Apart  from  its  record  size  (about  $18  million  above  the  1961 
estimated  expenditure  ...  and  somewhat  more  than  $1 1 2  mil  lion  above 
that  of  1956)  the  current  budget  is  notable  as  the  first  since  1942 
showing  estimates  of  revenues  from  income  taxes  attributable  to 
Alberta. 

Estimated  total  revenue  for  1962-63  of  $354,981,520  is  up  some 
$3 1,575, 000 from  lastyear's  figure.  Asurplusof  $61,090  is  therefore 
anticipated. 

Excerpts  from  Mr.  Hinman's  1962  Budget  Address  follow: 

In  review  1961  was  marked  by  a  broadening  of  our  basic  economy 
and  by  increased  consumer  incomes  and  retail  expenditures.  There 
is  every  indication  of  unfaltering  economic 
momentum  for  1962.  Last  year  I  called  to 
your  attention  an  alarmingly  rapid  increase 
in  costs  and  expenditures  as  compared  with 
the  rate  of  increase  in  revenues.  Every  effort 
has  been  made  to  right  this  situation  so  you 
will  find  in  this  budget  a  curtailment  of  ex- 
pansion in  those  fields  in  which  economies 
will  not  result  in  hardship  or  a  stifling  of  our 
economy  and  some  modest  increases  in  rev- 
enue imposts  none  of  which  will  impose  any 

great  burden  on  those  affected.

The  budget  which  I  propose  for  your  consideration  estimates  total 
revenues  of  $354,981,520  and  total  expenditures  of  $354,920,430, 
increases  of  9.76%  and  5.41%  respectively.

NATURAL  RESOURCES 

During  1961,  new  records  were  made  in  the  production  of  oil  , 
gas  and  gas  products.  Voluntary  efforts  of  the  oil  industry  to  meet 
market  requirements  forCanadian  oil  as  set  forth  by  the  National  Oil 
Policy,  have  resulted  in  the  recovery  of  former  markets  in  the  State 
of  Washington,  and  the  development  of  substantial  new  markets  in 

Eastern  Canada  and  the  United  States.

Footage  drilled  fell  slightly  to  a  little  below  10,000,000  feet 
including  the  completion  of  783  oil  wells  and  344  gas  wells  in  1961 , 
and  445  dry  holes.  At  December  31,  1961,  10,529  oil  wellsand  1088 
gas  wells  were  capable  of  production.  Oil  reserves  in  the  Province 
are  now  estimated  to  be  4.  2  billion  barrels,  and  gas  reserves  33  trillion 
cubic  feet.

SATISrieO  WITH  COUNTY 

Satisfaction  with  the  county  system  was  Indicated  (in  Forty  Mile) 
at  the  beginning  of  the  year,  Mr.  Wallman  said,  when  ratepayers 
were  given  an  opportunity  to  request  a  vote  on  whether  or  not  to 
continue  with  county  administration.  No  requests  for  a  vote  were 
made . 

Mr.  Wallmonexplainedthat  the  Countyof  Forty  Mi  le  was  formed 
January  1,  1958,  after  voters  had  Indicated  it  was  desired  in  a  refer- 
endum held  at  the  same  time  as  a  general  municipal  election. 

The  county,  covering  80  townships,  is  the  largest  geographically 
in  Alberta  and  is  administered  by  a  nine-man  council  representing 
nine  divisions. 

For  school  purposes  al  I  centres  within  its  boundaries  are  included, 
but  the  town  of  Bow  Island  and  the  villages  of  Foremost  and  Burdett 
administer  their  own  local  governments  through  town  or  village 
councils. 

From  the  nine-member  county  council,  elected  to  represent  the 
various  divisions,  a  school  committee  Is  formed.  To  this  committee  is 


added  elected  representatives  from  Bow  Island,  Foremost  and  Burdett. 

Before  the  county  was  formed,  Mr.  Wallman  said,  the  area  was 
administered  as  a  municipal  district  and  a  school  division  with  the 
same  boundaries  but  with  separate  administrative  bodies. 

"I'dsay  thepeopleare  definitely  happy  with  the  county  system,  " 
he  ventured,  "especially  those  who  look  at  it  from  an  administrative 
angle. "

PERISHABLS  HISTORY 

Rocky  Mountain  House  is  writing  its  history.  Albertans,  and  not 
only  those  living  in  the  central  part  of  the  Province,  will  be  pleased 
to  hear  it. 

A  lumbering  centre  and  gateway  to  big-game  hunting,  the  Town 
has  an  especial  ly  colorful  past.  Its  story  is  bound  to  be  of  Increasingly 
wide  interest  as  the  DavidThompson  Highway  provides  new  access  to 
the  mountains. 

Publication  of  the  history  will  mark  the  golden  anniversary  of 
Rooky's  incorporation  as  a  village.  But  its  story  began  long  before 
that. 

It  was  the  site  of  the  North  WestCompany  post  as  early  as  1799. 
It  remained  the  most  westerly  Hudson's  Bay  post  on  the  North  Sask- 
atchewan River  until  1875.  Fire  has  ravaged  it  at  least  three  times 
and  a  cyclone  once.  Traces  of  the  old  fort  still  are  discernible. 

Such  facts  are  just  the  barest  bones.  Local  historians  can  put 
substance  on  them.  It  is  fortunate  that  this  Is  being  done  while  pioneer 
families  still  are  living.  Aged  Indians  of  the  district  also  have  great 
tales  to  tel I . 

Rocky 's  undertaking  is  encouragement  to  similar  work  elsewhere. 
Interest  in  prairie  history  has  risen  markedly  in  the  post-war  years; 
but  much  still  remains  to  be  committed  to  paper.

ASSeSSMSMT  0  TAXATION  of  INPUSTRY 

BY  J.  B.  LAIDLAW,  ASSESSMENT  COMMISSIONER 

FROM  AN  ADDRESS  TO  THE  MEETING  OF  THE  INDUSTRIAL 
DEVELOPMENT  BOARD  IN  GRANDE  PRAIRIE 


Some  two  years  ago  when  the  Government  was  considering  the 
so-called  industrial  tax  it  was  suggested  the  assessment  of  certain 
types  of  Industrial  plants  might  be  removed  from  the  assessment  and 
tax  rolls  of  municipalities. 

Circumstances  which  prompted  these  considerations  at  that  time 
stemmed  from  a  tax  imbalance  created  through  the  construction  of 
large  industrial  plants  in  concentrated  areas.  The  basic  problem  arose 
from  the  fact  that  while  an  industrial  plant  might  be  located  in  one 
municipality,  employees  of  such  a  plant  perhaps  reside  in  on  other 
or  perhaps  an  adjacent  munic ipal  ity .  The  plant  tax  of  course  would  go 
in  total  to  the  site  municipality  whereas  the  area  in  which  the  plant 
employees  resided  would  receive  no  portion  of  the  plant  tax  yet  the 
dormitory  municipal  ity  found  It  necessary  to  spend  large  sums  of  money 
to  provide  services  with  no  means  of  defraying  this  cost  except  through 
the  taxation  of  residential  properties. 

Under  the  provisions  of  the  Industrial  tax  proposal,  the  Provincial 
Government  would  have  taken  over  the  assessment  and  taxation  of 
certain  major  industrial  plants  and  thereafter  apportion  the  tax  revenue 
collected.  However,  there  were  many  problems  associated  with  this 
proposal,  such  as  types  or  classes  of  industrial  plants  which  would  be 
removed  from  the  assessment  rolls  of  municipalities,  and  the  manner 
by  which  the  Industrial  tax  might  be  apportioned. 

I  believe  It  was  generally  considered  advisable  that  the  mun- 
icipal ity  forming  the  site  ofthe  plant  should  recelvea  fair  portion  of 
the  tax  even  though  the  cost  of  services  supplied  to  the  plant  might 
be  negligible.  It  was  also  realized  that  those  municipalities  wherein 
plant  employees  resided  should  receive  a  substantial  portion  of  the 
plant  tax  but  again  the  question  arose  as  to  what  percentage.  Finally, 
it  was  considered  that  a  portion  of  the  plant  revenue  should  perhaps 
go  Into  a  fund  for  general  distribution  to  all  municipalities  mainly 
because  of  the  fact  that  raw  materials  processed  might  come  from  any 
area  and  these  areas  as  a  rule  receive  no  industrial  tax  even  though 
they  supplied  plants  with  the  materials  to  operate. 

HOSPITALIZATION  PROGRAM 

As  you  are  aware,  the  Alberta  Government  Implemented  a 
hospitalization  program  in  1958  under  the  terms  of  which  the  operat- 
ing cost  of  hospitals  was  shared  by  the  government  and  municipalities. 
Under  The  Hospitalization  Benefits  Act  municipalities  would  contri- 
bute at  the  rate  of  4  mills  applied  to  their  equalized  assessment  and 
such  monies  would  be  requisitioned  by  the  Government  and  placed  in 
a  foundation  fund.  The  Government  would  also  appropriate  monies  to 
be  placed  in  this  fund  from  which  hospitals  would  receive  grants  In 
each  year  based  on  a  foundation  program. 

For  the  reason  that  this  scheme  appeared  favorably  to  take  care 
of  hospital  operations,  the  Government  In  1961  Implemented  similar 
legislation  under  which  a  school  foundation  program  was  established. 
Commencing  then  in  1961  municipal  Ities  contribute  their  share  towards 
the  cost  of  education  on  the  basis  of  a  fixed  rate  of  32  mills  applied 
to  the  equalized  assessment  of  each  municipality.  Requisitions  are 
computed  by  the  Department  of  Education  and  forwarded  to  munici- 
palities who  in  turn  levy  on  their  taxable  assessments  to  meet  these 
requisitions.  Again  the  Government  appropriates  certain  monies  to 


the  foundation  fund  from  which  school  authorities  receive  annual 
grants  on  the  basisof  an  estabi ished  foundation  program.  In  the  event 
that  the  grants  payable  are  not  sufficient  to  meet  the  level  of  education 
which  a  school  authority  decides  upon,  then  such  school  authority  may 
requisition  contributing  municipalities  for  additional  monies  to  meet 
extra  costs.  It  is  then  incumbent  upon  the  contributing  municipal  ities 
to  levy  an  additional  tax  to  meet  the  additional  requisition. 

It  should  be  noted  at  this  point  that  the  contributions  which 
municipalities  comprising  a  school  area  may  make  to  the  foundation 
fund  in  no  way  governs  the  amount  of  grant  monies  which  the  school 
authority  comprising  this  area  may  receive  under  the  School  Found- 
ation Program.  The  success  of  such  a  program  is  of  course  dependent 
upon  an  adequate  foundation  program  and  with  this  established  then 
any  additional  money  requested  by  a  school  board  must  be  deemed  to 
be  an  expenditure  for  services  provided  beyond  the  accepted  standard. 

Accordingly,  then,  a  municipality  contributes  towards  the  cost 
of  hospitalization  and  educationon  the  basis  of  its  equalized  assess- 
ment and  in  those  areas  where  1  arge  Industrial  instal  lotions  are  located 
all  taxes  levied  in  respect  of  those  plants  for  school  and  hospital  pur- 
poses are  directly  payable  by  the  municipality  to  the  Government  for 
inci  usion  in  the  foundation  funds.  Such  areas  will  quite  I  Ike  I  y  receive 
less  by  way  of  grants  for  education  and  hospitalization  thanwill  have 
been  contributed,  but  on  the  other  hand  those  less  wealthy  munici- 
palities and  wherein  no  Industrial  establishments  are  located,  will 
benefit.  At  the  moment  then  industrial  establishments  as  well  as  all 
other  types  of  real  property — no  matter  where  they  may  be  located 
in  the  Province — can  expect  to  pay  hospital  and  education  taxes  at 
a  uniform  level.  It  is  to  be  expected  that  apart  from  additional  re- 
quisitions to  raise  revenues  over  and  above  the  foundation  programs, 
variations  in  mill  rates  as  between  municipal!  ties  will  occur  only  where 
differences  in  assessment  levels  obtain.  Depending  upon  requirements, 
similar  variations  in  general  municipal  tax  rate  may  also  occur. 

UNIFORMITY  OF  ASSESSMENT 

Since  1959  and  as  general  assessments  of  municipalities  become 
necessary,  the  level  of  value  for  assessment  purposes  is  that  prescribed 
in  1959  Assessment  Manual  prepared  by  the  Department  of  Municipal 
Affairs.  It  Is  anticipated  that  by  the  end  of  1962  all  cities,  towns 
and  villages  in  the  Province  will  have  reassessed  on  the  basis  of  this 
new  manual  resulting  in  assessments  on  a  common  level  of  value.  It 
is  hoped  that  general  reassessments  In  rural  municipalities  will  be 
completed  within  the  next  three  or  four  years  on  a  similar  basis.  When 
such  is  accomplished,  there  should  be  no  great  difference  in  the 
taxing  rates  for  school  and  hospital  purposes  throughout  the  Province 
and  I  would  think  also  that  not  too  much  variance  should  occur  in 
general  municipal  rate  from  year  to  year  thereafter. 

By  the  foregoing  means  it  is  hoped  to  achieve  uniformity  in  assess- 
ment as  well  as  taxation.  At  the  same  time,  and  I  think  by  way  of 
encouragement  to  industry  to  locate  In  Alberta,  legislation  enacted 
In  1961  now  gives  some  further  rel  ief,  from  the  standpoint  of  taxation, 
to  processing  and  manufacturing  equipment.  As  you  may  be  aware 
The  Assessment  Act,  prior  to  this  1961  amendment,  provided  that  land 
be  taxed  at  the  100%  of  value  with  buildings  and  improvements  at 
60%  thereof.  By  this  latest  legislation  processing  and  manufacturing 
equipment,  while  fal  I ing  within  the  definition  of  Improvement,  never- 
theless for  taxation  purposesin  1962  will  be  assessed  at  30%  of  actual 
value.  This  in  effect  reduces  by  50%  the  tax  formerly  imposed  on  the 
manufacturing  and  processing  equipment.  Alternatively,  if  a  council 
of  a  municipality  decides  against  the  taxation  of  plant  machinery  it 
may  by  by-law  exempt  same  and  levy  a  business  tax  instead.  However, 
where  a  tax  is  levied  on  equipment  no  business  tax  can  be  Imposed 
additionally  in  respect  of  the  plant  premises. 

In  regard  to  the  assessment  of  Industrial  properties.  It  has  been 
the  practice  to  arrive  at  basic  value  In  the  same  manner  as  that  applied 
to  other  property  and  thereafter  depreciate  to  a  maximum  of  50%  and 
generally  over  a  period  of  five  years,  in  the  case  of  older  plants 
additional  depreciation  may  be  advisable  beyond  the  usual  50% 
maximum.  Due  allowance  is  also  made  where  obsolescence  Is  a  factor, 
particularly  where  machinery  and  equipment  con  no  longer  be  effici- 
ently utilized  to  a  reasonable  degree  of  Its  originally  designed 
capacity.  •

Construction  will  be  continued  in  the  irrigated  areas  to  regulate 
the  flow  of  water  through  the  canals.  The  Department  of  Agriculture 
will  continue  this  year  the  program  of  preparing  for  cultivation 
additional  lands  in  the  irrigated  areas  of  the  Province.  Further  sums 
have  been  appropriated  to  control  the  water  supply  in  other  parts  of 
the  Province.  We  expect  to  increase  the  acreage  for  community 
pastures  and  to  improve  the  lands  for  that  purpose.

DEPARTMENT  OF  EDUCATION 

The  total  estimate  for  the  Department  of  Education  is  $78,  887, 420, 
which  is  an  increase  of  $8,996,050  from  last  year,  and  represents 
23.86%  of  our  revenue  on  income  account.  Education,  from  the 
primary  grades  through  high  school  and  university,  and  now  through 
vocational  schools,  is  a  matter  of  prime  importance  to  everyone.  The 
school  population  has  grown  from  278, 000  in  1960  to  294,400  in  1961, 
and  the  number  of  teachers  from  11,800  to  12,600.  New  classrooms 
are  being  required  continual  ly  for  it  is  becoming  evident  that  students 
must  be  encouraged  and  given  the  opportunity  to  obtain  qual  if ications 
necessary  to  face  adequately  the  industrial  and  business  needs  of  the 
world  today. 

The  Government  recognizes  its  obligation  in  this  important  field 
of  education  and  is  taking  steps  to  provide  equitable  financial  and 
advisory  assistance.  Contributions  to  the  Foundation  Fund  will  be 
increased  from  $49,000,000  to  $57,000,000;  $1,146,900  will  be 
made  available  in  grants  for  students  taking  teacher  education,  and 
a  further  sum  of  $600,000  for  loans  to  qualifying  students.  The 
Southern  Alberta  Institute  of  Technology  wil  I  be  operated  at  a  cost  of 
$1,475,280,  and  $358,640  has  been  provided  for  the  opening  of  the 
Northern  Alberta  Institute  next  fall.  Additional  sums  have  been 
estimated  to  reduce  the  cost  of  text  books  for  students,  to  help  in  the 
supervision  and  administration  of  schools,  and  to  operate  the  Corres- 
pondence School  Branch  where  the  enrolment  is  now  in  excess  of 
11,000.

DEPARTMENT  OF  HIGHWAYS 

Although  it  is  considered  expedient  to  reduce  somewhat  certain 
expenditures  of  our  H  ighways  Department,  the  total  amount  estimated 
($64,202,380)  gives  ample  evidence  that  there  will  be  no  appreciable 
set-back  in  our  highways  program. 

Included  in  construction  and  maintenance  of  highways  in  munici- 
palities is  an  amount  of  $1,600,000  which  will  practically  complete 
that  phase  of  the  five-year  program  to  do  with  paving  projects  in 

towns,  villages  and  hamlets.

DEPARTMENT  OF  MUNICIPAL  AFFAIRS 

Municipalities  will  contribute  an  estimated  $7,016,000  to  the 
Province's  hospitalization  plan,  an  amount  based  on  a  4  mill  rate  on 
an  equalized  assessment  basis. 

The  Municipal  Winter  Works  Incentive  Program  has  been  very 
popularsince  its  inception  two  years  ago,  and  is  expected  to  be  more 
so  next  year.  The  appropriation  has  been  increased  from  $2,500,000 
to  $4,200,000  to  reimburse  municipalities  for  75%  of  the  labor  costs 
on  approved  winter  works.  The  Federal  Government  in  turn  will  re- 
imburse the  Province  to  the  extent  of  $2,800,000  which  is  two-thirds 
of  the  cost. 

The  Department  provides  a  uniform  assessment  service  to  munici- 
palities and  appropriations  totalling  $991,200  have  been  included  in 
the  Estimates  to  pay  for  this  service.

PROVINCIAL  SECRETARY 

Estimated  expenditures  are  down  from  those  of  last  year  because 
the  Recreational  Grant  Program  for  municipalities  is  Hearing  com- 
pletion. One  mil  I  ion  dol  lars  has  been  appropriated  to  continue  these 
grants.  A  further  sum  of  $401,820  will  be  required  to  conduct  the 
Government's  program  of  furthering  cultural  activities  in  the  Province. 
Provision  has  also  been  made  to  obtain  the  services  of  a  Director  to 

plan  the  construction  of  a  Provincial  Museum  and  Archives.

PUBLIC  DEBT 

Our  investments  at  March  31,  1961,  amounted  to  $410,281,  103 
which  is  a  reduction  of  $27, 626, 927  from  the  previous  year,  and 
reflects  the  actual  deficit  on  our  operations  for  the  1960-61  fiscal 
year.  Investments  consisted  of  $260, 003, 933  in  debentures  of  munici- 
palities, school  boards,  hospital  boards,  rural  electrification  associ- 
ations and  Alberta  Government  Telephones  Commission,  and  $150,- 
277,170  in  cash  and  debentures  of  the  Federal  and  Provincial 
Governments.  ^  >t.  * 


DEPARTMENT  OF  PUBLIC  HEALTH 

The  total  estimated  cost  of  health  services  to  be  provided  by  the 
Department  next  year  is  $81,526,100  which  is  an  expenditure  of 
$61.76  for  every  person  living  in  the  Province.  Some  of  the  services 
are  on  a  cost-sharing  basis  with  the  Federal  Government,  and  esti- 
mated reimbursements  of  $6,002,000  will  reduce  the  estimated  ex- 
penditure of  the  Department  to  $75,524,100.  There  are  no  new 
policies  planned  for  the  coming  year,  and  expansion  of  present 
programs  accounts  for  the  increase  of  $6,521,800. 

The  Alberta  Hospital ization  Benefits  Plan  will  require  $54,  250, - 
300  which  is  $3,391,500  more  than  the  amount  estimated  last  year. 
Under  t-his  Plan,  payments  are  made  to  all  hospitals  for  approved 
operating  costs,  for  renovations  and  equipment,  and  for  interest  and 
retirement  on  capital  debt.  Auxiliary  hospitals  are  now  being  com- 
pleted and  their  operating  and  capital  costs  are  paid  under  the  Plan. 
New  active  treatment  hospitals  are  also  being  built,  and  as  they  come 
into  operation,  their  costs  are  to  be  paid  from  this  appropriation.  The 
Federal  Government's  reimbursement  to  the  Plan  is  expected  to  be 

$22,000,000  which  is  approximately  40%  of  the  cost..

DEPARTMENT  OF  PUBLIC  WELFARE 

The  introduction  of  social  allowances  on  June  1,  1961,  marked 
a  change  in  philosophy  in  public  assistance  which  embraces  payment 
of  welfare  according  to  individual  need,  rather  than  according  to 
fixed  schedules  of  payment.  To  supervise  and  recommend  welfare 
assistance  in  accordance  with  this  concept,  the  Department  will  have 
23  regional  offices  in  operation  next  year  with  a  staff  of  nearly  200 
supervisors  and  welfare  workers.

Provision  has  been  made  in  the  Department  of  Public  Works  for 
the  construction  of  six  new  homes  for  the  aged  in  various  towns  at  a 
cost  of  $1,200,000.  Two  new  homes  will  be  built  in  Edmonton  for 
$400,000,  and  $1 ,  500, 000  has  been  appropriated  for  the  development 
of  a  large  unit  in  Calgary.  A  further  sum  of  $325,000  has  been  esti- 
mated for  a  maternity  home  in  Edmonton. 

TREASURY  DEPARTMENT 

Fifteen  Mil  lion  dollars  will  again  be  made  available  for  distri- 
bution to  municipalities  in  unconditional  grants. 

•n  *  *  * 

Certain  loans  under  the  authority  of  Statutes  will  be  made  next 
year.  The  total  of  these  loans  is  expected  to  be  $2,350,000.  Loans 
under  The  Farm  PurchaseCredit  Act  to  assist  individuals  in  acquiring 
efficient  economic  farm  units  have  been  very  popular,  with  1445 
applications  approved  to  the  end  of  January,  1962,  involving  loans 
totalling  $7,454,000.  We  anticipate  that  $2,000,000  will  be  required 
for  further  loans  next  year.  The  Rural  Electrification  Revolving  Fund 
is  practically  financing  itself  through  principal  repayments,  but  an 
additional  amount  will  be  mode  available  if  necessary.  Loans  under 
The  Rural  Telephones  Revolving  Fund  Act  will  be  continued,  requir- 
ing an  anticipated  amount  of  $300,000  next  year. 

MUNICIPAL  ASSISTANCE 

In  a  statement  of  Provincial  assistance  to  municipalities  which 
follows  the  conci usion  of  this  address,  you  will  note  that  total  assist- 
ance next  year  is  estimated  to  be  $146,891,990,  an  increase  of 
$1,264,366  over  last  year's  revised  estimate.  The  comparative  small 
amount  of  increase  is  deceptive  in  that  a  reduction  of  $5,000,000 
shown  in  construction  grants  to  schools  is  due  to  the  new  arrangements 
whereby  debt  charges  of  school  boards  are  paid  from  the  Foundation 
Fund  over  the  term  of  debt,  eliminating  the  need  of  construction 
grants  as  presently  provided  under  The  School  Buildings  Assistance  Act. 

Direct  financial  grants  in  the  statement  are  paid,  for  the  most 
part  on  a  formula  basis  or  according  to  an  agreed  percentage  of  cost. 
This  method  surely  has  advantages  over  that  of  assigning  certain 
provincial    revenues  to  municipalities.

ECONOMIC  PRINCIPLES 

This  budget  bespeaks  the  resolve  of  the  Government 
to  stick  to  these  economic  principles  by  which  it  has  been 
guided  for  twenty-six  years:  that  debt  is  to  beabhored  and 
avoided,  that  taxation  should  be  kept  to  such  minimums 
as  can  be  justified,  that  the  dignity  of  the  individual  can 
be  assured  only  by  insisting  that  the  individual  accept 
full  responsibility  of  citizenship;  that  inherent  in  demo- 
cracy is  the  wisdom  of  keeping  in  the  handsof  the  people 
important  decisions  of  government  by  decentral  ization  of 
the  authority  to  collect  and  to  spend,  that  the  government 
must  serve  the  will  of  the  people  in  guaranteeing  the 
freedoms  already  mentioned  and  in  attempting  to  make 
financially  possibleall  those  services  physical  ly  possible

according  to  economic  conditions,  and  a  downward  trend  late  in  o 
fiscal  year  could  present  difficulties  to  local  governing  bodies  where 
commitments  had  been  mode  at  the  start  of  the  year.  In  addition  the 
Government  has  always  advocated  the  principle  that  it  is  undesirable 
to  earmark  any  specific  revenue  for  a  definite  purpose. 

Once  again,  referring  to  the  statement,  you  will  note  that  total 
assistance  to  tax  payers  from  April  1,  1950,  to  March  31,  1963,  will 
be  $1,045,639,703.  It  might  be  of  interest  to  note  also  that  our  total 
oil  revenues  for  the  same  period  wil  I  amount  to  some  $1 ,  300, 000, 000, 
and  furthermore  the  total  assistance  figure  does  not  take  into  account 
the  benefit  derived  by  local  authorities  from  loans  obtained  from  the 
Government  amounting  to  $299,966,814,  and  $196,086,200  from  the 
Alberta  Municipal  Financing  Corporation  for  schools,  hospital  and 
municipal  projects.

CONCLUSION 

No  one  can  properly  say  that  we  are  spending  more  through  taxes 
than  we  can  afford  yet  the  sad  truth  seems  to  be  that  we  are  spending 
more  than  we  are  willing  to  afford.  Our  hearts  are  so  set  on  personal 
wants  for  which  we  must  pay  ourselves  that  we  resent  the  contributions 
required  of  us,  as  taxes,  to  assure  that  certain  minimum  standards  can, 
through  publ  ic  administration,  become  the  heritage  of  every  resident. 
Under  such  circumstances  prudence  and  common  sense  forbid  us  to 
spend  our  reserves  or  to  go  into  debt  for  ordinary  expenses  of  Govern- 
ment. It  is  not  enough  that  with  12.6  cents  out  of  every  dollar  spent 
by  our  Federal  Government  going  for  debt  charges  every  man,  woman 
and  child  in  our  Province,  in  our  Dominion,  is  responsible  for  some 
$50  annually  to  feed  our  country's  Debt  Dragon? 

*  *  *  * 

What  of  the  future?  First,  our  welfare  program  on  a  need  basis 
assures  that  none  shall  be  placed  in  desperate  circumstances  by  the 
incidence  of  taxation.  Second,  the  growing  revenues  which  we  may 
anticipate  to  accompany  the  economic  growth  of  the  Province  will 
enable  us  to  keep  pace  in  all  the  essential  services  to  which  we  are 
accustomed.  Third,  we  can  well  afford  whatever  standards  we  want 
in  education  as  in  other  fields.  Fourth,  economic  morality  demands 
that  in  these  times  of  unprecedented  prosperity  we  ought  to  pay  as  we 
go.  To  those  who  cry  that  our  children  should  pay  their  share  for  the 
facilities  providedfor  their  use  I  reply  that  under  a  debt  system  a 
present  generation  pays  once  for  these  facilities  and  the  next  gener- 
ation must  pay  for  them  again.  We  who  enjoy  today's  heritage  of 
economic  opportunity  bought  by  the  hardships  of  our  pioneering  parents 
are  ungrateful  indeed  if  we  begrudge  our  children  the  benefits  which 
we  can  provide  from  our  easy  abundance. 

I  find  it  almost  beyond  comprehension  that  so  many  of  our  school 
trustees,  our  municipal  councillors  and  hospital  board  members  should 
go  on  day  after  day  crying  publicly  that  senior  governments  should 
provide  more  and  more  of  the  municipal  revenue,  that  it  more  taxes 
are  required  senior  governments  should  do  tha  taxing,  that  by  their 
failure  to  do  these  things  senior  governments  are  robbing  our  children 
of  their  rights  and  endangering  the  future  of  our  nation,  that  taxation 
of  real  property  is  the  most  onerous,  the  most  inequitable,  the  most 
abusive  of  all  forms  of  taxation.  It  is  equally  disturbing  that  these 
same  people  should  bewail  the  threats  to  local  autonomy  which  the 
very  policies  they  advocate  must  make  inevitable.  It  is  paradoxical 
that  one  day  they  are  critical  of  the  injustices  of  creating  local 
administrative  units  and  delegating  to  them  certain  responsibilities 
which  The  British  North  America  Act  assigned  to  the  provinces  and 
the  next  day  cry  foul  because  the  Provincial  Government  chooses  to 
exercise  some  control  over  the  local  expenditure  that  urban  adminis- 
trators and  urban  taxpayers  should  assume  that  costs  to  them  would  be 
less  under  a  broader  tax  base  collected  by  the  Province;  for  anyone 
who  makes  a  study  of  the  facts  will  soon  be  persuaded  that  the  reverse 
is  true.  ^  ^  ^  ^ 

The  Government  has  welcomed  every  opportunity  to  co-operate 
with  municipal  authorities  in  studies  and  discussions  aimed  at  solving 
our  common  problems.  There  has  been  no  purpose  to  limit  the  tax  base 
available  to  our  municipalities  except  as  has  been  necessary  under 
our  Tax  Rental  Agreements  with  the  Government  at  Ottawa.  Members 
of  the  Government  have  many  times  suggested  that  there  be  devised 
a  comprehensive  tax  base  including  a  combination  of  those  taxes  which 
rate  most  satisfactorily  and  which  might  be  expected  to  provide  the 
tax  revenues  required  by  Governments  at  both  levels.  It  has  been 
suggested  that  the  portion  of  this  basic  revenue  designated  for  the 
Mu  nicipal  Governments  should  be  distributed  according  to  a  formula 
to  be  devised  by  the  municipal  organizations,  that  this  revenue  should 
provide  the  general  needs  of  each  municipal  body  and  that  the  allot- 
ments should  be  completely  unconditional .  Our  municipalities  would 
then  be  quite  independent  of  grants  from  the  Provincial  Government 
though  they  would  have  to  accept  responsibil ity  for  the  rates  imposed

Some  assessors  work  with  the  Assessment  Branch  of  the  Department 
of  Municipal  Affairs  while  otherscarry  on  their  duties  with  the  Field 
Service  Branch.

Depending  upon  such  circumstances  as  the  season  or  the  volume  of 
work  to  be  done,  members  of  one  Branch  are  placed  "on  loan"  to  the 
other.  Usually  the  loan  is  for  a  short  period,  but  in  the  cose  of 
Nicholas  William  Hanevich,  it  has  been  going  on  since  1957. 


Mr.  Hanevich  was  born  at  Edwand,  near 
Smoky  Lake,  on  March  11,  1923.  Graduat- 
ing with  a  B.Sc.  from  the  University  of 
Alberta  in  1950  he  engaged  in  reseorch  at 
the  Dominion  Experimental  Farm,  Lethbridge, 
and  fol  lowing  this  was  V.  L.A.  representative 
for  the  settlement  of  veterans  on  the  Lassiter 
project.  His  service  with  the  Department 
began  when  he  joined  the  Assessment  Branch 
in  1955,  being  placed  on  loan  to  the  Field 
Service  Branch  as  already  noted  some  two 
years  later.

for  the  aggregate  municipal  needs.  Such  a  plan  would  most  certainly 
reduce  taxes  on  real  property  though  this  tax  might  properly  be  the 
source  of  such  revenue  as  any  Individual  municipality  might  require 
for  the  services  not  provided  for  by  the  distribution  formula  and 
would  thus  assure  local  autonomy. 

Mr.  Speaker,  I  commend  to  the  Honorable  Members  and  to  the 
citizens  of  Alberta  the  careful  consideration  of  this  proposal  for  !  am 
convinced  that  for  each  level  of  Government  to  be  accountable  for 
its  actions,  including- its  errors.  Is  to  assure  the  optimum  of  respon- 
sible human  action  In  the  management  of  public  affairs.  It  is  this 
local  accountability,  I  affirm,  which  makes  the  free  enterprise  system 
under  democracy  so  much  to  be  preferred  over  the  only  possible  alter- 
native. The  great  weakness  of  any  form  of  Socialism  is  that  no  one  , 
neither  government  official  nor  citizen  assumes  any  job  of  account- 
ability or  responsibility;  someone  else  is  always  to  blame.  • 
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LONG  IN  THS  SSHVICS 


Eld  James  Martin  was  born  in  Oxford,  England,  July  5,  1886. 
Although  a  great  aunt  wanted  him  to  become  an  electrical  engineer, 
young  Eld  had  an  urge  to  come  toCcnada  and  wrest  a  parcel  of  land 
from  the  Indians.  He  arrived  at  Edmonton  in  1906. 

Getting  work  driving  logs  for  John  Walter's  Mill,  Mr.  Martin 
met  some  old  Klondikers  who  hod  gone  to  the  gold  fields  by  way  of 
Peace  River.  Their  eulogies  of  what  they  had 
passed  through  inspired  a  journey  to  the  Peace 
River  District  by  oxen.  Except  for  four  years 
overseas  Eld  has  lived  in  the  Fairview  district 
ever  since. 

Mr.  Martin  was  wounded  at  the  Somme  in 
1916  and  spent  the  rest  of  World  War  I  in  the 
Pay  Office  in  London.  In  May,  1919,  he  re- 
turned home  to  Fairview  and  was  appointed 
secretary-treasurer  of  the  municipal  district 
even  before  he  reached  his  homestead. 

That  was  43  years  ago.  Early  next  month,  after  a  record  of  mun- 
icipal service  surpassed  by  few  men  in  the  whole  of  Canada,  Eld 
James  Martin  will  be  retiring. 

Speaking  recently  at  one  of  the  many  banquets  and  presentations 
held  in  Mr.  Martin's  honor,  A.W,  Morrison,  Deputy  Minister  of 
Municipal  Affairs,  thanked  the  veteran  secretary  for  his  contribution 
over  the  years.  "We  in  the  Department  have  been  aware  of  the  high 
standards  set  by  Eld  Martin,  "  he  declared.  "We  are  sorry  indeed  to 
see  him  go  because  he'll  be  a  hard  man  to  replace". 

H.R.  Nicholson,  longtime  friend  of  Mr.  Martin  also  paid  glow- 
ing tribute  to  the  man  and  his  record  of  service.  "He  is  one  of  the 
Peace  River'sgreat  pioneers",  Mr.  Nicholson  said.  "He  helpedshape 
the  growth  of  the  Fairview  municipal  ity  from  the  days  of  the  walking 
plow  and  fresnos  to  the  massive  machines  it  owns  today". 

J.  F.  Smith,  himself  a  veteran  with  31  years  of  municipal  service, 
23  as  reeve  of  Fairview  M.D.,  said  he  and  Mr.  Martin  had  never  had 
a  dispute.  "We  have  come  a  long  way",  he  said,  "and  I'm  proud  to 
have  walked  most  of  the  distance  in  the  company  of  E.J.  Martin.  He 
has  been  an  ideal  team  mate,  pulling  more  than  his  load.  The  people 
of  Fairview  will  miss  him  sorely  and  will  long  remember  his  splendid 
record  of  service.  We  wish  him  a  long  and  happy  retirement  with  the 
oft-repeated  words:  Well  done,  thou  true  and  faithful  servant".  •

QUESTIONS  ANSWERED  WITHOUT  PREJUDICE 

ACCORDING  TO  THE  ACT

Q:  Can  a  municipality  be  held  responsible  for  damages  caused 
by  an  employee  while  he  is  engaged  in  his  official  duties? 
What  is  the  legal  position  of  a  volunteer  fireman  who  crashes 
into  another  vehicle  while  rushing  to  join  his  brigade?

A:  Section  80  of  The  Municipal  District  Act  and  section  98  of 
The  Town  and  Village  Act  describe  the 
general  liability  of  municipal  employees 
in  almost  identical  words.  Quoting  the 
latter,  we  find: 

"An  official,  servant  or  agent  of  a 
town  or  village,  in  addition  to  any  penal- 
ties otherwise  imposed,  is  personally  liable 
for  any  damage  arising  from  his  negligent 
or  unlawful  acts  or  defaults  or  from  his  refusal  or  neglect  to 
discharge  any  of  the  duties  imposed  upon  him  by  law  or  by 
the  by-laws  of  the  council .  " 

If  it  is  a  case  of  damage  involving  a  motor  vehicle  and 
the  employee  is  using  his  own  vehicle  on  public  business,  I 
would  saythat  theemployee  and  the  municipality  may  have 
to  share  responsibility,  but  even  here,  depending  on  the 
circumstances. 

In  the  case  of  a  volunteerfireman,  if  an  accidentoccurs 
while  he  is  driving  his  own  car  to  join  his  brigade,  it 
would  seem  to  be  a  case  for  him  and  his  insurance  company 
alone;  but  if  he  has  joined  his  brigade  and  is  driving  a  publ  ic 
vehicle  to  or  from  a  fire  at  the  time  of  the  accident,  he 
and  his  employer  may  be  then  held  jointly  liable.
